which produces a malocclusion, or 
impel feet bite when the mouth is 
closed. 
This condition often causes

resulting in pyorrhea. 
I The ti ’rd cause is rough or overhang- 
j ing e d p s r* fillings, crowns or otlnr 
I dental restorations, or excess pres- 
• sure from appliances which will pr v 
| duce the same effects

causes. 
Diet has always proven to at 
least be a factor in the cause of the 
disease 
^The symptoms of pyorrhea are ret 
easily recognized in the first stages 
of the di 
se, but very soon the 
gowns 
become swollen 
and bleed 
easily on pressure, or when the to Uh 
brush is used. Pus may often be no­ 
ticed around the gum margins, and 
finally, due to the destruction of the 
bony process, the teeth become elon­ 
gated and loose. 
This disease is much easier pre 
vented than cured. 
The first step In 
its prevention is to be sure that every- 
thing in the mouth which might cause 
irritation to the soft" tissues or the 
bony process beneath is either reraov 
ed or remedied. Whether it be a de­ 
posit of calculus about the necks of 
the teeth, crowns, fillings or bridges 
which are causing an irritation, or an 


imperfect or uneven bite. The teem 
and entire oral cavity should be kept 
scrupuously clean at all times, by tho 
correct and 
system atic 
use of the 
tooth brush and dental floss. Tooth­ 
picks should be avoided, as they often 
irritate the gums, and become a fac­ 
tor in the cause 
of 
pyorrhea. 
Tha 
gums may be massaged toward tho 
cutting edgds of the teeth, riving tim i 
the ex rcise which our diet of today 
is denying them. As to diet in cases 
of pyorrhea, it will be found that tao 
addition of a generous amount of raw 
vegetables and fruits will bo benefi­ 
cial. 
TMre is no specific medicine which 
vflfHPcure pyorrhea, nor is there a 
tooth paste or powder which will ef­ 
fect a cure. 
The disease may be 
cured in the early stages, that is, be­ 
fore there is too much destruction of 
the bony process in which the teeth 
are imbedded. 
This 
process 
when 
once destroyed w ill not regenerate or 
replace itself to any great extent so 
the cure must be effected Leiore the 
disease has progress too far. Careful 
treatment and the full cooperation of 
the patient is necessary to assure a 
cure. A great deal depends ..pon the 
attention given the mouth between 
treatments by the patient. Even whou 
the gums have apparently become nor­ 
mal it is necessary tP beep the mouth 
in as clean and sanitary connition as 
possible, with frequent examinations 
to prevent a recurrence of the disease. 
When pyorrhea has one-} progress­ 
ed to a point where a cure is impos­ 
sible the teeth should be extracted, 
for the infection in the gum tissue 
may be absorbed Into the blood stream 
and may be the cause pf the s*me sys- 1 
temic or remote iiseases of the body j 
as an abscessed tooth is often re-j 
sponsible for.

supports the teeth, finally causing 
them to loosen in their sockets. The 
second cause is irregular or crook : ! 
teeth, or the tilting of the teeth to 
ward a space caused by extraction, 
which produces a mal-occlusion, or 
impel feet bite when the mouth la 
closed. 
This condition often causes 
an Irritation 
resulting in pyorrhea. 
The ti ’rd cause is rough or overhang­ 
ing edg^s c* fillings, crowrns or oth >r 
dental restorations, or excess pres­ 
sure from appliances which will pro­ 
duce the same effects 
t the oth r 
causes. Diet has always proven to at 
least be a factor in the cause of the 
disease 
^The symptoms of pyorrhea are rot 
easily recognized in the first stage!* 
of the di 
se, but very soon the 
gowns 
become swollen 
and bleed 
easily on pressure, or when the to ith 
brush is used. Pus may often be no­ 
ticed around the gum margins, and 
finally, due to the destruction of the 
bony process, the teeth become elon­ 
gated and loose. 
This disease is much easier pre 
vented than cured. 
The first step in 
its prevention is to be sure that every­ 
thing in the mouth which might cause 
irritation to the sp ff tissues or the 
bony process beneath is either remov 
ed or remedied. Whether it be a de­ 
posit of calculus about the necks of 
the teeth, crowns, fillings or bridges 
which are causing an irritation, or an 


imperfect or uneveu bite. The teeih 
and entire oral cavity should be kept 
scrupuously clean at all times, by the 
correct and 
system atic 
use of the 
tooth brush and dental floss. Tooth­ 
picks should be avoided, as they often 
irritate the gums, aud become a fac­ 
tor in the cause 
of 
pyorrhea. 
The 
gums may be massaged toward the 
cutting edgds of the teeth, riving th r u 
the ex rcise which our diet of today 
is denying them. As to diet in cases 
of pyorrhea, it will be found that tne 
addition of a generous amount of raw 
vegetables and fruits will bo benefi­ 
cial. 
Tj^re is no specific medicine which 
vvTTT* cure pyorrhea, nor is there a 
tooth paste or powder which will ef­ 
fect a cure. 
The disease may be 
cured in the early stages, that is, be­ 
fore there is too much destruction of 
the bony process in which the teeth 
are imbedded. 
This 
proc‘ss 
when 
once destroyed w ill not regenerate or 
replace itself to any great extent so 
the cure must be effected beiore the 
disease has progress too far. Careful 
treatment and the full cooperation of 
the patient is necessary to assure a 
cure. A great deal depends ..pon tho 
attention given the mouth between 
treatments by th^ patient. Even when 
the gums have apparently become nor­ 
mal it is necessary tP lwep the mouth 
in as clean and sanitary coalition as 
possible, with frequent examinations 
to prevent a recurrence of the disease.

Doctors Needed 
While the legal profession and some of the others are crowd­ 
ed, the medical profession seems to be undermanned. President 
Vinson of Western Reserve University says the medical schools 
of the United States are producing only half enough physicians to 
Xiii the national need. Even in a state noted for the number of its 
colleges, including many medical schools, it is found necessary to 
import from other states as many physicians as its own schools 
produce. 
The need of physicians resolves itself into a need of teachers 
for the production of physicians. The medical colleges are doing 
the best they can. They have for the most part, good material 
equipment, steadily improving. 
They often have good endow­ 
ments. Yet they find it almost impossible to get and keep pro­ 
fessors and instructors. 
Men are lured from one institution to 
another, Imt it is little more than a changing around; the number 
. hardly increases. 
So President Vinson sounds a call for men “able to do this 
type of work and possessed of sufficient missionary zeal to sub­ 
merge themselves in laboratory and*classroom and relinquish the 
mentg of private practice." 
It is only fair that such men, possessing the necessary ability 
and devotion, should be well paid for their “submergence.'’ That is 
tieing taken care of better than it used to be. 
At any rate, here is a field not only inviting young men seek­ 
ing professional careers, but actually begging them lo come in. 
It calls for unusual intelligence, vigor, endurance and devotion 
whether the student Intends to qualify for the fundamental task 
ct teaching, or merely looks forward to private practice. But in 
either case the honor and the moral satisfactions are great, and 
the pecuniary rewards are not exactly td be despised.

Doctors Needed 
While the legal profession and some of the others are crowd­ 
ed, the medical profession seems to be undermanned. President 
Vinson of Western Reserve University says the medical schools 
of the United States are producing only half enough physicians to 
Xiii the national need. Even in a state noted for the number of its 
colleges, including many medical schools, it is found necessary to 
import from other states as many physicians as its own schools 
produce. 
The need of physicians resolves itself into a need of teachers 
for the production of physicians. The medical colleges are doing 
the best they can. They have for the most part, good material 
equipment, steadily improving. 
They often have good endow­ 
ments. Yet they find it almost impossible to get and keep pro­ 
fessors and instructors. Men are lured from one institution to 
another, but it is little more than a changing around; the number 
.hardly increases. 
So President Vinson sounds a call for men “able to do this 
type of work and possessed of sufficient missionary zeal to sub­ 
merge themselves in laboratory and*classroom and relinquish the 
laments of private practice.” 
It is only fair that such men, possessing the necessary ability 
and devotion, should be well paid for their “submergence." That is 
being taken care of better than it used to be. 
^ 
At any rate, here is a field not only inviting young men seek­ 
ing professional careers, but actually begging them lo come in. 
It calls for unusual intelligence, vigor, endurance and devotion 
whether the student Intends to qualify for the fundamental task 
ct teaching, or merely looks forward to private practice. But in 
cither case the honor and the moral satisfactions are groat, and 
the pecuniary rewards are not exactly to be despised.
